New Yoik, Mai eh 27, — Justice Fitz- 


geiald has named a commission in 
lunacy to Inquire into, the piesent 
state of mind of Hurry K. Thaw. The 
appointment was announcPd privately 
In the judge's chambers. EvelynNesbit 
Thaw was there with the lawyers, and 
it became her task to break the news 
to her husband in the Tombs Tearful 
when she left the judge's rooms in the 
criminal courts building, the young 
woman who has been such a conspicu- 
ous flguie in the tilal from first fo last 
was smiling and cheerful when Thaw 
was brought from his cell to the hos- 
pital ward of the prison to meet her. 
Thaw lecelved the coiut's decision 
philosophically, and said he had no 
doubt the commission would declare 
him a sane man. 


The personnel of the commission 


named by Justice Fitzgerald lends a 
new distinction to this already notable 
case 
The men who will deteunine 


Thaw's mental capacity are: Morgan 
J O'Brien, a lormer justice of the ap- 
pellate division of the supreme co.irt; 
Peter B. Oliiey, former district attor- 
ney of New York county and a law j f>r 
of high legal attainments; Leopold 
Putzel, a practicing physician and an 
authoilty on mental disoiders 
The 


Justice said it would lest with the 
commission as to whether or not its 
heuiings shall be public. The decision 
ol the three men named to conduct the 
in<|uir> will guide the fuluie action of 
the court as to ordering Thaw to an 
asylum for the insane or directing that 
the tnal that has been interrupted 
shall proceed. 


In announcing his decision to ap- 


point a commission, Justice Fitzgerald 
issued a written memorandum which 
he had prepaied for the minutes of 
the court. He based his decision on 
|he conflict of affidavits as presented 
by the opposing sides, saying they 
were (oo diametrically at odds to per- 
mit of a decision other than in faror 
of an impartial inquiry. 


Thaw sent out a statement from the 


Tombs in which he said: "Everything 
is peifectly satisfactory to me 
I am 


sure 1 will be able to satisfy the com- 
mission that I am sane at the present 
time 
An j thing Justice Fitzgerald 


does is all right. He has alwajs acted 
in a fair 'and impartial manner." 


Lawyers to Se Present. 


The Thaw lunacy commission will 


be attended by District Attorney Je- 
rome. The,, lawyers for the defendant 
will also be present, and the commis- 
sion may direct and compel the at- 
tendance of any witnesses it may de- 
sire. It is probable that Thaw will he 
asked first of ail to submit to a rigid 
physical examination. 
Having under- 


gone several of these since his incar- 
ceration, he is somewhat nervous on 
this subject, but it was said by his 
counsel that he wouli do anything in 
his power to aid the commission with

early opinion as to his sanity* 


Thaw's lawyers and the defendant 


himself were downcast when they 
were first made acquainted with Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald's decision, but all were 
manifestly pleased when the later an- 
nouncement as to the personnel of the 
efmmisslon of lunacy was made. Mr. 
Delmas In particular declared that 
Justice Fitzgerald could hardly have 
selected a more generally satisfactory 
commission, one whose decision would 
command 
more confidence and re-

Washington, March 27,—In a state- 


ment just-issued by Senator Foraker, 
it is made plain that Ohio's, senior 
senator does'not concede thatJSecie- 
tary of War William H. Taft will be 
Ohio's choice for the presidential nom- 
ination next year. 


In his statement Senator Foraker 


says he does "not want any political 
honors from the people of Ohio with- 
out their hearty approval," and he sug- 
gests that the~proper way to determine 
who is the choice of the people to 
head the Republican ticket and to 
represent the state in the "United 
States senate is for the Republican 
state executive committee to authoiize 
a primary election to choose delegates 
to the state convention which will be 
called upon to deteimine these ques- 
tions. The announcement of Superin- 
tendput of Insurance Voijs that he 
will support Secietary Taft for the 
presidential nomination led Senator 
Foraker, it is believed, to issue the 
Statement outlining his position. The 
senator declares that he is willing to 
go before the people on his lecord, 
and that he has "nothing *o conceal 
from his constituents." Mr. Foiaker 
does not say that he will be a candi- 
date to succeed President Roosevelt,

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


ILUfNOIS CONSTITUTION. 


A re-solution is pending before trie Illi- 


nois legislature, proposing this amend- 
ment to the revenue article of the con- 
stitution: 


The power of taxation shall never - be 


•surrendered; 
suspended or 
contracted 


away. 
Taxes shall be uniform upon the 


pa.mc class of subjects within the terri- 
torial limits of' tlie authority levying; the 
tax, ami, shall be levied and collected for 
public purposes only. Provided, that the 
Generfli Assembly may vest tho corpor- 
ate jjiumorities of cities, towns ancl vil- 
teges, tnwns and villages with power to 
mnkis local Improvements by special as- 
sessments, or by special taxation of con- 
tiguous property, or otherwise. 


This general Assembly shall not impose

Practiced In the Famine Districts of 


ths Chinese Empire. 


Shanghai, March 27.—The famine- 


stricken Chinese have been practicing 
cannibalism in localities wheie the 
distress is most acute The spread of 
fever continues and the heavy rains 
are increasing the misery Spasmodic 
riots have occurre'd, but the outbreaks 
have not been serious

SEEKS PEACE 


Requests Mexico to Stop the War In 


Central America. 


NOTE WIRED TO WASHINGTON 


President 
Diaz 
Instructs 
Minister 


Cr»el to Join the American Govern- 
ment In a Demand For the Cessation 
of Hostilities — Salvador an Active 
Ally of Honduras. 


City of Mexico, March 27.—Mexico 


has been at last requested to intervene 
and use her beet efforts to bring about 
peace in Central America. 
The re- 


quest came from the republic of Sal- 
vador, and was made to President 
Diaz by Dr. Baitazar Estupinian, the 
minister to Mexico from Salvador. 
Minister Estupinian received a tele- 
gram from his government saying Sal- 
vador was withdrawing all her troops 
from 
Honduras 
territory 
and was 


eager for peace. 


In the message the Salvadorean gov- 


ernment asked Dr. Estupinian to use 
his best efforts to cause the govern- 
ment of Mexico to take a firm stand 
for peace. As soon as Dr. Estupinian 
read the message he drove to the na- 
tional palace and was granted an in- 
terview with President Diaz. What 
transpired is not known, but as a re- 
sult of the confeience a message was 
immediately sent to Ambassador Creei 
in Washington by the president. The 
contents ot this dispatch were not 
made public, but it is stated on good 
authority that President Diaz has in- 
structed Mr. Creel to join the Ameri- 
can government in a demand 1'or the 
cessation of hostilities. 


Dr. Estupinian has just been suc- 


ceeded as minister to Mexico from 
Salvador by Spnor Manuel Delgado. 
The retiring official will leit\e t'oi Cen- 
tral America next Saturday Those 
here who are well inloimed on Cen- 
tral American affairs believe that this 
move is the beginning of the end. 
Salvador has been an active ally of 
Hondnias and in requesting Mexico to 
step in and end the war it is thought 
she has wished to let the world know 
that hereafter Honduras was to be left 
to her tato. 


PEASANT RISING 


Anumlng Proportions of Civil War. 


Roumanian Situation. 


Vienna, March 27.—The using of the 


peasants in Roumauia is assuming the 
proportions of civil war. The move- 
ment is directed not only against the 
Jews, but also against the Christian 
landowners. The trouble now extends 
from one end of Roumania to another, 
and even the capital citj, Bucharest, 
is in fear of an 'attack. 
Reports of 


sanguinary encounters aie received 
constantly, and each day shows the 
disoiders to be more deep-seated and 
far-reaching. 


There was sanguinary fighting in 


the streets of Petresou. when 2,000 
peasants led by three students en- 
tered the city and sacked and destroy- 
ed many buildings, including the pal- 
ace ot Prince Stirbey. In the districts 
of Teleormau and Vlashica 2.'5 lauded 
proprietors have been killed and 42 
villages have been burned. Probably 
the most serious engagement occurred 
at Alexandiia, about 50 miles from 
Bucharest, where GO men were killed 
and ;-!00 wounded belore the tioopa 
succeeded in dispersing the rioters.

dead; two other negroes were badly 
wounded and six negroes' are in jail. 
The United Socialists are established 
in many Indian Territory towns, and 
one of their claims is that the United 
States authorities have no jurisdiction 
over its members. The leader of the 
organization. William Wright, a negro 
preacher, is among those arrested. 
The fight was precipitated when ono 
of the Barkers resisted arrest.
